1999, when he took a leading part in 
the campaign against clericalism. II** 
had, however, taken great interest in 
polities as a student and public speak­ 
er for many years before that. 
At 
the age of twenty-five be became a 
member of tin* Spanish parliament, 
attaching himself to the advanced lib­ 
eral section. 
He became 1 member of Premier 
Sagasta’s cabinet in 1992 as minister 
of agriculture. 
He introduced many 
reforms, especially in regard to the 
working classes, and eventually (‘re­ 
nted a department of labor. 
When he win asked in February, 
1919, by King Alfonso to form a min­ 
istry the request caused« great sensa­ 
tion, as it was the first time in the 
history of Spain that an advanced 
radical had been placed at the head 
of the ministry. 
His cabinet 
has 
since undergone many changes, but 
he lias always retained the leading 
place, 
lie had much to do with the 
signing 
of the 
agreement 
between 
Spain and France on the question of 
tin* future ot Morocco, which was re­ 
cently sntisfaetorih settled.

Front October 1 to 
November 
15, 
according to latitude, is the best time 
to sow oats in the cotton belt. Th* 
a re a in oats should be fully as large as 
th a t in corn. Great enthusiasm now 
prevails in regard to corn, but let u? 
not forget th a t as a feed for stock 
an d 
cash 
crop, oats is one of the 
best crops that can be grown in ttu 
south. 
The chief crops grown all through 
e cotton belt a re cotton and corn 
an average, for the period fro«1 


1900 to 1909, th ere was planted from 
ten to fifteen acres of corn for each 
acre of oats in the various cotton belt 
states. 
During the sam e time, the 
average value of the oat 
crop 
pci 1 
acre was 110.09, while the average 
value per acre of corn was $11.02. 
Figuring the cost of growing an oat i 
crop and a corn crop we find that the i 
oat crop was the more profitable. 
There are several important reason? j 
why we should sow millions of acres 
of oats in the cotton belt. 
It would 
reduce washing an d leaching to the 
minimum, furnish grazing, add to the 
deplorably deficient supply of h u m r s j 
and add to the always short supply of i 
feed stuffs 
Of course, there are better w inter 
cover crops than oats. 
Burr closer 
and crimson clover and the vetch* s. 
and in some cases some of the otbe« 
winter cereals a re better. 
We do not 
claim that oats alone, or that oats and 
hairy vetch com bined should be grow 
for the sole purpose of supplying a 
cover crop. However, in view of the 
fact that oats will grow' on poor land 
poorly prepared, and that it costs lit­ 
tle to seed an acre, it is a good win­ 
t e r cover crop. 
Two and one-half acres were planted 
in oats at the experim ent station at 
Baton Rouge, La., for grazing ex p eri­ 
ment on Se p te m b e r 28. On October 
29, seven poland china pigs, weighing 
in total 276 pounds, were put on this, 
plat and were given no fped but the 
green oats during the winter. 
Bv 
February 17 the pigs weighed a total 
of '.68 pounds. 
T h e re was an averag« 
gain of .37 pounds per pig per day for 
110 days. From October 29 to J a n u a r y 
1, forty-five head of sheep were pas 
tured on this sa m e field. 
Of this 
num ber eight ewes and nine lamb? 
were pastured continuously thereafter 
until February 17, at which date the 
lambs averaged sixty-eight days old 
and weighed 35.5 pounds each. 
Al­ 
lowing six cents per pound gained by 
the lambs, we h ave a return of $ 1 3. 10 
per acre, plus the pasturage of sheep 
not considered in the estimate. 
The loss of hu m u s from the soil 
results in decreasing 
its 
power 
to 
store up and properly supply crops 
with water. 
Soils with 
a 
liberal 
amount of h u m u s are capable of m ore 
effectually w ithstanding drought than 
similar soils with less humus. 
T h e 
oat crop fills the soil full of roots, and 
the stubble also adds much hum us to 
the soil. 
The oat grain is a very valuable 
feed, especially for 
young 
anim als, 
because of the moderately high c o n ­ 
tent of protein and the large am o u n t 
of ash or mineral matter. 
Pound for 
pound, oats are not as valuable for 
feeding m ature animals as corn, four 
pounds of corn being equal to about 
five pounds of oats. 
Tn attem pting to build up worn out 
cotton lands we must depend very 
la rgely upon the leguminous crops. 
Now the oat crop is harvested early 
enough to permit the growing of a 
leguminous crop. 
The 
leguminous 
crop may be plowed under or it m ay 
be used as feed, and the m anure re ­ 
turned to the land. 
If we are going 
to build up our soils and raise good 
stock we m ust grow oat crops and fol­ 
low with legume crops. 
Oats will prove about the best paying 
small grain crop th a t can be grown 
over practically the entire cotton belt. 
The same soil that, will produce one 
bale of cotton or forty bushels of corn 
per acre will produce sixty bushels of 
oats per acre. At an average pri< e 
that has prevailed for oats during the 
past five years, the sixty bushels will 
sell for from $36 to $40 and the s t r a w 
when baled will often pay for growing 
the grain. 
After using th e disk barrow' to cut 
the corn 
stalks or cotton stalks, plow 
the land 
deep, then disk and 
double 
disk 
and 
harrow' and cross harrow’ 
until every inch of the soil has b een 
stirred and broken as fine as possible. 
A mixture of 300 pounds of sixteen 
per cent 
acid phosphate, 100 
pounds 
of cotton 
seed meal, and 200 
pounds 
of potash, followed in March with a 
top dressing of fifty to seventy-five 
pounds of nitrate of soda per acre, is 
good fertilizer for oats on average soil. 
The best varieties for fall sowing in 
the south are 
of the red rustproof 
type. 
The 
original 
red 
rustproof, 
the Appier and the Bancroft, are so 
nearly alike th at no one can tell th e m 
apart if sown side by side.

writes: "I am on gumbo land, and it 
is not very well drained. 
1 am to'.l j 
this land would improve if properly 
drained, and som e say it can t be tiled, 
for a paste form s around the tile and j 
the water c a n ’t get through it. 
How 
would concrete tile do? 
Can you give 
me any inform ation on this subject? 
W hat we usually refer to as gumbo j 
soil is a very heavy type of soil. 
In. 
some localities is h> very dark in color, 
while in o th e r places it is slightly 
grayish in color, 
in the state of iowa 
the gumbo soils are very dark and 
usually very heavy, while in parts of 
Kansas, .»Iso o th e r parts of Iowa, the 
gumbo is of a light color, often ol a , 
reddish cast. 
One of the first steps to take in 
attem pting to handle gumbo la rd is to j 
see that it is well drained. 
T he veiyj 
close grained, finely textured gumbo) 
soils of Iowa have been drained sue- 


At a f a r m e r s ’ institute not long ago 
the question was asked: How many 
housewives have silos? You can very 
easily guess the nature of the replies 
to this question, for none of those 
present had much of an idea what a 
silo really is. After a short explana­ 
tion it was agreed th a t nearly every­ 
one present in reality had a silo of 
some kind. Some of these w ere used 
for saving fruits, corn, and o th e rs for 
preserving 
cabbage 
for future use. 
vVe do n ’t really speak of 
th ese 
as 
silos, but the effect on the saving of 
these beds w hen placed in jars is the 
same as it is with corn when stored 
in the silo; in other words, silage is 
green corn preserved by storing in an 
air-tight structure. 
There pro bably are very few farm er 
boys th a t do not rem em ber som e rainy , 
day or evening when all h a n d s got 
busy preparing the cabbage to fill the 
kraut jar. 
Probably no thought was 
given the subject because It was a 
yearly task, and no one realized that J 
in effect the saving of the cabbage by j 
making it into kraut is the sam e as 
making corn silage. 
It undoubtedly 
served a good purpose in keeping the 
family in a healthy condition during 
the winter m o n th s when other green 
food was not available. The sam e is 
true of silage, which affords a succu­ 
lent and nourishing feed for the live­ 
stock.

Gumbo soils when well drained and 
in a good state of cultivation,

give splendid yields; in

than some o th e r kinds of soils in the 
com belt. 
A frequent application of 
stable m a n u re is 
also 
beneficial 
to 
these soils, inasmuch 
as 
it 
supplies 
vegetable m a tte r, thus rendering the 
soil lighter a n d putting it in a better 
physical condition. 
Some claim th a t the cement tile are 
more porous and thus permit a freer 
movement of the water than the clay 
tile, but in reality there is very iittle 
difference.

linseed oil. hut we are not aw are of any 
oil th a t will tiik«* its place, or even 
add a nything to its value. It seems 
that linseed oil is the only one that 
has ever been found that possesses the 
proper drying qualities to secure the 
results desired. W h atev er is added to 
it seem s merely' tc* be a detriment. 
Soy beans and sunflowers may be 
profitably grown under 
some 
condi­ 
tions. T h e re are a great many regions 
where thev will 
grow 
satisfactorily, 
and we beMeve that the middle west 
or west would perhaps give the best 
returns, 
all 
things considered. 
In 
Colorado the Russian sunflower m akes 
a wonderful growth. It is grown quite 
extensively for feeding chickens. 
The soy bean is a crop that will 
stand a great 
deal of dry weather, 
hence is profitably grown 
on 
ra th e r 
dry 
soils, 
although it responds to 
moisture as well perhaps as any other 
crop. 
U 
is grown extensively th ro u g h ­ 
out the south: also some of iho hardy 
varieties are found in th** central sec 
1 ion. 
If you are thinking of coming west 
with a view to taking up such work 
as growing these crops, you can get 
information by addressing any of the 
state colleges in the west.

LAND DRAINAGE A NECESSITY 


Well Drained Soil Will Give Best Re- 
t Ur n 8— Care Should be Exercised 
in Laying Tile Drains. 


Stable Manure Supplies Many Plant 
Food Element* and Adds Humus to 
the Soil— Calcium Should 
be 
Ap­ 
plied 


Howard Eldridge, Porterville, New 
York, writes as follows: “ I am a far 
mer living in Erie county. New York 
The soil raises very good crops in 
everything excepting w h eat and oats 
The average yield of this grain for the 
past few years has been fifteen oi 
twenty bushels to the acre, as com 
pared to fifty bushels to an acre a few 
years ago. 
How can this land be im 
proved?” 
The principal plant food elements 
are nitrogen, phosphorus, 
potassium, 
and calcium. 
T hese are necessary for 
the production of crops. 
If any one 
of these elements is deficient, it will 
mean that the crop production will be 
lessened. 
Continuous cropping with 
out rotation, combined with poor cul­ 
tivation, is bound to result in de­ 
creased yields. 
T he nitrogen can be replenished by 
growing 
leguminous crops, such as 
clovers, cowpeas, soy beans, vetches, 
etc. 
Also, by applying stable manure, 
or plowing under a legume as a green 
m anuring crop. 
By doing this you 
not only supply nitrogen to your soil, 
but you improve its physical condition 
by adding vegetable matter. 
Very 
few' 
soils require potassium 
This is especially so of sandy soils, 
although if th e soil is not in good 
physical condition, the potassium may 
not be available, but if you supply the 
vegetable m a tte r either in the form of I 
green m an u re or stable manure, it will j 
tend to m ake th e potassium available, j 
It may be necessary to supply phos­ 
phorus in the form of a commercial 
fertilizer, which may be done by using 
finely ground phosphate rock, provid­ 
ing the soil is in the proper physical 
condition. 
T he phosphate rock will 
cost you only about half as much and 
contains 
practically 
twice as much 
phosphorus as acid phosphate. 
The 
best way of handling rock phosphate 
. 
is to spread it in the stables with the R E M E M B E R - 
bedding or to scatter it on the manure 
pile. 
T he 
decaying of the stable j 
m an u re will tend to ren der the phos­ 
phorus available. 
T he other principle element, which 
is especially im portant if you expect 
to 
grow 
leguminous crops such as 
clover and alfalfa, is calcium. 
This 
may be supplied b.\ the use of finely ) 
ground limestone rock. 
The need oi 
calcium is shown by the presence of 
horse sorrel, and the failure of legumes 
to grow. 
T he re is a nother way of determining 
the acidity of the soil or the lack of 
calcium by the use of litmus paper, 
which may be purchased at any drug 
store. 
Place the most soil around the 
litmus paper for ten or fifteen minutes. 
If the blue paper is turned to a pinkish j 
or reddish color, it will indicate that j 
your soil requires lime. Finely ground j 
limestone may be applied at the rate i
